With  this  Folio  KPFA  begins  a  full  schedule  of  broadcasting  beginning  at  9:00  each  morning. 
Each  week  day  the  program  from  9:00  until  4:30  will  be  devoted  entirely  to  serious  music.  The 
listings  of  recorded  music  will  be  found  in  the  Folio  by  the  works  to  be  performed,  but  without  the 
usual  full  listing  of  performers.  Recordings  will  follow  the  tasteful  grouping  which  has  become 
characteristic  of  KPFA's  music  programming;  the  concerts  are  arranged  in  one-and-a-half  to  two- 
hour  periods  of  chamber  music,  orchestral  music,  or  vocal  music  in  sequence  such  as  might  be 
heard  in  the  concert  hall. 

It  is  with  mixed  pleasure  and  trepidation  that  we  launch  this  program.  For  a  long  time  it  has 
been  one  of  the  station's  goals  to  expand  in  this  way.  We  only  wish  that  the  present  venture  were 
undertaken  out  of  our  abundance  rather  than  from  necessity.  The  financial  picture,  present  and 
future,  continues  dark  despite  some  increase  in  the  advanced  subscription  classifications. 

From  a  point  of  practical  operation  there  was  a  substantial  increase  in  subscriptions  when  we 
had  an  all  day  music  program  for  an  experimental  period  in  July.  Later  when  we  spoke  of  such  a 
program  to  be  made  permanent,  if  sufficient  subscriptions  came  in  to  guarantee  support  in  advance, 
there  was  not  a  good  response.  This  led  to  the  conclusion  that  in  order  to  interest  listeners  in  an 
all  day  music  program  we  would  have  to  have  it  under  way,  so  that  we  could  say,  "This  is  the 
kind  of  programming  we  do;  if  you  are  interested,  we  invite  you  to  become  a  subscriber."  The 
present  plan  puts  the  program  on  a  pay-as-you-go  basis  and  at  the  beginning  a  good  deal  of  station 
maintenance  will  have  to  be  done  by  volunteers.  But  if  the  demand  for  music  is  as  great  as  the 
earlier  response  indicated,  the  extra  30  hours  of  music  will  become  a  permanent  addition  to  our 
regular  program.  To  this  end  we  invite  your  support,  also.  If  you  are  interested,  we  hope  you  will 
continue  support  with  increased  subscriptions  in  advanced  categories;  and  with  new  subscriptions 
from  your  friends. 

NOTES 

At  present  theje  are  over  sixty  KPFA  Area  Consultants  representing  the  station  in  communities 
all  over  Northern  California.  A  general  meeting  of  these  consultants  was  held  on  Sunday,  October 
7th,  in  San  Francisco  at  the  American  Academy  of  Asian  Studies.  A  complete  report  on  the  meet- 
ing will  be  published  in  the  next  Folio. 

Within  the  month,  KPFA  will  publish  the  1956  KPFA  Program  Questionnaire  on  page  1  of  the 
Folio.  By  utilizing  the  Folio  for  this  purpose,  KPFA  will  save  a  considerable  sum  usually  in- 
volved in  printing  and  mailing  costs.  However,  this  also  means  that  the  minor  cost  of  return  mail- 
ing must  be  borne  by  our  subscribers.    We  are  aware  that  the  three  cents  additional  burden  on   sub- 
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Listeners    in   the    immediate    vicinity   of  our  transmitter  who  have   difficulty   receiving  KPFA, 
may  hear  all  KPFA's  programs  broadcast  over  KPFB  at  89.3  megacycles.

urbanite.  However,  were  KPFA  to  include  pre-paid  envelopes  stuffed  inside  the  Folio  for  your 
convenience,  the  unit  cost  jumps  to  four  cents  (pre-paid  postage  due).  Therefore,  for  those  subscribers 
reluctant  to  participate  in  filling  out  questionnaires  and  then  investing  three  cents,  we  suggest  uti- 
lizing the  KPFA  Volunteer  Area  Consultant  Pony  Express  which  entails  an  inexpensive  ten-cent  tele- 
phone call  to  your  local  KPFA  A/C,  arranging  for  a  convenient  meeting  place  at  a  half-way  point  be- 
twixt your  and  his  abode,  spending  ten  or  fifteen  cents  for  a  bus,  street-car  and/or  cable-if-you-live- 
in-certain-parts-of-the-CITY,  meeting  the  A/C  and  personally  passing  on  your  Questionnaire  to  him/her 
upon  which  he/she  will  ultimately  deliver  it  to  us! 

Some  time  ago  KPFA  polled  a  random  sample  of  its  subscribers  re:  the  possibility  of  an  increase  in 
subscription  rate  from  the  present  $10  to  either  $1S  or  $20  per  year.  About  6*>0T  oi  the  sample  favored 
the  increase,  however,  the  KPFA  Committee  of  Directors  obstinately  decided  to  maintain  the  $10  rate 
(perhaps  realizing  as  did  die  1936  Literary  Digest  pollsters,  in  1936.  tnat  1S»  that  telephone  ownership 
introduces  an  economic  bias  into  a  sample.)  At  any  .rate,  considering  the  station's  present  financial 
difficulties,  we  would  welcome  voluntary  subscription  increases  from  the  $10  rate  to  the  Sustaining 
Subscription  at  $25  per  year.  This  sum  may  be  paid  in  four  quarterly  installments  of  $6.2%  and  $1^  is 
tax-deductible. 

The  following  is  quoted  from  a  letter  from  Fred  Kamphoefner,  a  Menlo  Park  subscriber:  "With  regard 
to  financing,  I  wanted  to  suggest  an  avenue  that  may  have  been  overlooked,  namely  death  bequests. 
There  are  an  appreciable  number  of  people  who  cannot  afford  to  give  appreciable  donations  while  alive, 
but  if  they  have  no  close  relatives,  they  may  very  well  be  interested  in  leaving  money  toward  the  sub- 
sidy of  a  non-commercial  radio  station.  Such  an  avenue  for  financing  would  not  have  to  be  confined  to 
the  well-to-do.  Almost  any  former  professor,  widower,  etc.  often  owns  a  home  and  has  other  accounts 
totalling  $10,000  to  $50,000,  including  insurance.  If  you  doubt  the  ability  to  sell  the  approach,  con- 
sider this  -  -  just  two  or  three  bequests  a  year  could  very  well  surpass  your  entire  income  due  to  sub- 
scriptions.   It's  worth  considering."  (Ed.  note:  Thank  you,  Mr.  Kamphoefner,  we  will  accept  bequests!)
